PREFACE. 

SOME years ago, tny friend the late Professor Maitland 
sug^ested to me that I should edit the Memoranda 
Ecclesie de Bemewelley a manuscript which I had often 
consulted, and of which I happened to possess a transcript. 
When therefore the Syndics of the University Press asked 
me to edit the book for them, I consented with pleasure — 
a pleasure which was enhanced by Maitland's kindness in 
saying that he would assist me. This promise he more 
than fulfiUed. In all my difficulties — and they were not 
few — his marvellous knowledge of the Middle Ages, whether 
in the matter of law, or customs, or proper names, was 
always at my disposal. He read all the proof-sheets, 
sometimes twice, and thereby saved me from innumerable 
errors. For those which still lurk in the text the blame 
must be counted as not his, but mine. 

I take a melancholy pleasurfe in drawing special attention 
to Maitland's Introduction. He wrote it in the course of last 
summer, and corrected the final proof at the end of the 
Michaelmas Term, retuming it to me on the day before 
he sailed for Grand Canary. I have printed it as it was 
written, though this course involves some repetition of 
matter which I was obliged to include in my own 
Introduction. But I could not bear to omit or to alter a 
single word of his ; and I am certain that those who read it will 
be glad to have it in its entirety, for it is one of the most 
brilliant performances of the brilliant writer whose loss we 
are now deploring. Would that he could have seen the 
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whole work in its complete form, for he was keenly in- 
terested in it, not merely for the legal cases, but even more 
for the minute records in the Sixth and Seyenth Books, 
where the villages in Cambridgeshire and Huntingdonshire 
(in part) are enumerated, with the duties which each holder 
of land was bound to perform, and the payments he was 
bound to make. 

In the next place I wish to return my very cordial thanks 
to my friend, W. J. Corbett, M.A., Fellow of King's CoUege, 
who supplied me with the English names of the places 
mentioned in the Sixth Book, and also corrected the Index, 
and gave me much assistance in drawing up the Glossary. 
I was anxious to make this latter as fuli as possible, 
especially in legal terms, the significance of which can only 
be properly expressed by one who is both an antiquary and 
a lawyer — a combination which I have had the good fortune 
to discover in Mr Corbett. Further, before I leave the 
Glossary, I wish to thank Professor Skeat for assistance 
for which I cannot be sufficiently grateful. 

I have also to thank G. J. Tumer, Esq., Barrister at law, 
for many references to the Rolls of Assize and other public 
documents ; Arthur Gray, M.A., Fellow and Tutor of Jesus 
Coll^e, for information respecting the River Cam and the 
Castle ; M. R. James, LittD., Provost of King's College, 
and C. E. Sayle, M.A., of St John s College, for help and 
encouragement on many occasions.

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INTRODUCTION. 



BY THE EDITOR- 

I. The Manuscript. 

The manuscript of this work, the greater part of which 
is now printed for the first time, is preserved in the British 
Museum (MSS. Harl. 3601)*. It is written on vellum, in a 
large, uniform, and very clear hand. Unfortunately it is 
not dated, but internal evidence enables us to supply this 
deficiency. 

The list of rents, tenants, etc, given in Book VII., is 
dated 1295 (p. 282). Again, in the life of Edward I. 
the last event recorded is the second Welsh war (p. 63), 
ending with the surrender of Madoc, May, 1295. After 
this two-thirds of a page are left blank. Further on 
the arrival of two papal l^ates is recorded as having 
taken place anno damini M^.CO, nonagesimo quinto 
(P« 235); and finally, on the next leaf (fol. 91) the

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imprisonment of John of Balliol in the Tower, \ Aug. 1296 
(p. 237). With this event the book terminates. The text 
was originally succeeded by three blank leaves, evidently 
intended for future matters of interest, should such occur, 
but which are now occupied by documents in a later hand. 
We may conclude, therefore, that the work was begun in 
1295, and completed in July or August, 1296. The writer 
of the MS. was evidently not the author, for there are 
numerous clerical errors — words omitted in the text and 
inserted in the margin — words written twice — and occasion- 
ally curious misspellings, as though the scribe did not 
understand Latin, or only imperfectly. 

II. The Contents. 

This manuscript is the principal authority for the 
history of the Augustinian Priory at Barnwell, near Cam- 
bridge. It has been often quoted, and is usually referred 
to as " The Barnwell Cartulary," " The Barnwell Register," 
or, " The Barnwell Ledger Book." These titles are all 
more or less misleading, and it is better to adopt the 
author's own title : Liber metnorandarum ecclesie de Bem- 
welUy that is, " The book of those things relating to the 
church of Barnwell which are worthy of recoUection." On 
this point I will translate a few lines from his prologue 
(P. 37): 

Wherefore, in order that the servants of God may thc more 
readily, by the help of God Almighty, escape out of the hands of 
wicked men, having regard to the fact that human memory is 
defective, it is worth while to reduce to writing c^ain things which 
may be useful to our churcb, and by inspection of this little book, may 
help our brethren, both present and to come, when difficuhies arise, 
and they are persecuted by a cruel world. May the Grace of the 
Holy Spirit therefore lend his aid to bring this work to a suitable 
conclusion. 

The contents of the eight books into which the work is 
divided are by no means confined to documents relating to 
property, or to benefits coriferred by Popes, Kings, Bishops, 
and benefactors in general ; nor are daily or yearly events

recordeid after the manner of a Register. On the contrary, 
matters of the most varied nature and interest are setdown 
as they came to hand, without any attempt at chrono- 
logical order. This practice of our author causes 
considerable difficulty to those who are in search of a 
particular document, or who wish to extract from his pages 
a continuous history of the House. He has prefixed to 
the whole work a table of contents, but it is merely a list 
of the rubrics to the chapters, and gives no dates. I have 
therefore constructed a chronological summary (printed at 
the end of this Introduction), in which I have enumerated 
the principal events recorded in the Memoranda, with the 
pages on which each will be found. Further, I have tried 
to make the Index as full as possible, especially under the 
head Bamwell, where I have sorted the matter chrono- 
logically. This Index will perhaps appear needlessly 
elaborate; but, having regard to the interest taken in 
personal names, and also not forgetting the example 
set by the Index to the Hundred RoUs^ I have included 
in it every name which occurs in the text, whether of a 
person or a place. 

Among the "things worthy of recollection " legal 
matters, as xnight be expected, hold a prominent place, but 
about them I need not say another word, for I am so 
fortunate as to be able to lay before my readers a disser- 
tation by the late Professor Maitland (as I have mentioned 
in the Preface) in which they are discussed and explained 
with even more than his usual clearness and vivacity. He 
has, in fact, written a commentary on the contents 
of the first three books, which those who wish to under- 
stand them thoroughly should refer to as they read. 
Each case, if of suilicient importance to call for comment, 
receives just the amount of elucidation required to dissolve 
the mist of legal technicalities, and to set forth its relation 
to the history of the Priory or to the law of the kingdom, in 
language which all can understand. 

The First Book opens with an account of the foundation 
of the House, which excites a hope that a detailed history 
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is before us. But presently the author wanders off into 
notes on the first nine kings of England, and the book ends 
with a similar series on the twelve Priors who enter into his 
narrative. 

At the beginning of the Second Book the affairs of 
Chesterton are dealt with; next we have the grant of 
Midsummer Fair, foUowed by many diverse matters, the 
most important of which is the benefaction of William de 
Kilkenny, Bishop of Ely, to the University of Cambridge, 
of which the Prior and Convent were, in fact, only trustees. 

The Third Book is chiefly occupied with legal matters 
arising out of the different properties owned by the Prior 
and Convent. 

The Fourth Book deals with the assessments of Church 
property made in the thirteenth century; with special 
reference to the spiritualities and temporalities of the 
Priory, to shew the assessed value of each property, and 
the amount at which it was taxed. 

The historical part of the work ends with the Fourth 
Book, but to many persons the information given in the 
Sixth and Seventh Books will be even more interesting. 
It should be mentioned, before describing them, that the 
Fifth Book contains only extracts from the Statutes of the 
Realm, and, as these are readily accessible, it has not been 
thought either necessary or desirable to print it. 

The Sixth Book contains a copy of what may best be 
described as ''an official memorandum of local dues and 
rates," made about the year 1230, for the use of the sheriff 
of Cambridgeshire and Huntingdonshire, setting forth, 
hundred by hundred, and village by village, the various 
manors in his baiiiwick, with the names of their owners, the 
tenure by which they were held, the number of hides at which 
they were assessed, which of these hides were geldable, that 
is, liable for rates and amercements, and which were not, 
how and by whom each estate ought to acquit itself of 
its liability to do suit to the courts of the county and the 
hundred, and, lastly, what sums, if any, were due from each 
in respect of castle guard, pontage, Sheriff^s aid, and the still 
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more ancient due known as * ward penny ' (pp. 238 — 272). 
This is succeeded by a statement of what was due for "view 
of frankpledge '* from the vills in the various hundreds 
(pp. 273 — 279) ; and this again by the amount of SherifTs 
aid payable in each hundred (p. 280). The reason for this 
enumeration is set forth in the prologue to the Sixth Book, 
which is worth translating (p. 238) : 

In several hundreds the Prior of Barnwell has lands and tenements, 
services and homageS) customs and villeins ; but, as the servants of the 
SherifT often distrain of their own accord and unjustly, distraining 
some whom they ought to pass over, and sparing others who ought of 
right to be distrained, in order to prevent the Prior or his tenants 
being in the future oppressed unjustly by distraints of this kind for 
suits in the courts of the county or the hundred, SherifTs aid or ward- 
penny, it seemed usefiil to write down in this little work the names of 
the hundreds, the tenants, and the tenements which ought to perform 
services of this sort, and have been in the habit of performing them 
from ancient days. And in future it will not be a man's duty on 
account of such distraint to go to the Castle to inspect the Sheriffs 
roll, but he may look into this book andgain his informatiom from.it. 

In the Seventh Book we retum to the Prior and 
Convent of Bamwell, and we find that it contains a fuU 
list of all their tenants. Here again I will translate a 
short passage from the prologue (p. 282) : 

As the Prior of Bamwell has some free tenants and some villeins, 
who owe him services and customs, it appears useful to set down in 
this little book the names of all his tenants, their rents, their services, 
the vill in which they live, their laws, and the places where they can 
be distrained, according to what certain information can be discovered 
about these matters at this time, namely, in the year of our Lord 1295, 
and in the year since Simon de Ascellis became Prior the thirty 
first. 

The Eighth Book is wholly occupied with a Consue- 
tudinartum, or Book of Observances, of the Augustinian 
Order. As this book has been already edited, with a 
translation and notes, by the editor of this work*, it has 
been decided not to reprint it.

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Before I pass to other matters I should like to say a 
few words on the author of the Metnoranda, He gives no 
hint as to who he was, but it is obvious that he must have 
been at least a canon of the House, and probably one who 
held some high office, for in no other way could he have 
had access to the documents and private ^ matters with 
which he deals. It is probable that he based his work 
on that of a previous historian ; for, when he is telling the 
story of Prior Domesman's generosity in giving his father^s 
land to the House (p. 98), he says : " so wrote Canon 
Guarinus," but he evidently has doubts about his accuracy, 
for he adds : " I do not remember to have seen the deed of 
gift.*' That he examined originals is obvious from the 
way in which he notes minute particulars — as the colour 
of the wax of which a Royal Seal was made, and its 
condition. He may have been a student in the 
neighbouring University, for he was evidently a leamed 
person, who wrote a good style, and was well acquainted 
with classical Latin. Whoever he was, the epithets which 
he appHes to Prior Gerard (p. 64), when he calls him 
pleasant, and very good humoured (jucundus et kyllaris 
valde)y might have been applied with justice to himself. 
There is, of course, what I may call a professional tone 
about a good deal of his narrative ; the world is very evil ; 
the monastic orders are the objects of a cruel persecution ; 
the hand of every man is against them ; and almost any 
weapon may justifiably be used by them to combat their 
enemies. But, when allowance has been made for the 
introduction of these unavoidable phrases, how even is 
the flow of his narrative ; how admirably he describes 
an event ; what humorous touches he introduces when 
occasion allows of it. In support of what I have said let 
me cite his description of the buming of the church-tower 
(p. 220) ; his account of what befell at Wiggenhall, when 
Prior Jolan and some of his canons were set upon by 
thieves, and barely escaped with their lives (pp. 1 19 — 121) ; 
the evident amusement with which he tells the story of the 
worn-out horse sent as a present to a great man (p. 126); 
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his chuckle at the escape of the Prior's woodcutter, who 
proved a convenient alibi in the matter of a murder, " the 
Prior having been careful on behalf of himself and his 
friends with the coroner, who got together a good panel " 
(p. I4S) ; and lastly, his naivet^ in setting down the 
gratifications, one might almost say the bribes, with which 
the Prior secured the good will of the Justices Itinerant in 
1286 (p. 171). 

III. The Succession of the Priors. 

It will be hardly necessary to attempt a sketch of the 
general history of Bamweli Prior>% or even of the archi- 
tectural history of the church and buildings, for I have 
intentionally made the Chronological Summary so full that 
it will be easy to find in it any event or series of events 
that may be required. On the other hand it is necessary 
to state carefuUy my reasons for placing the Priors as I 
have done, for our author*s besetting infirmity, a disregard 
of dates, is responsible for a good deal of confusion with 
regard to them. 

No certain date occurs until we reach the account of 
William of Devon, sixth Prior, from whom we must first 
work backwards, and then forwards again. We read of him 
that 

he would have done much good in temporal as well as in spiritual 
matters, if the Lord had granted him a tranquil life ; but, during his 
tenure of office, the whole of England and Wales was under a general 
interdict...He died in the year of our Lord 12 13, and in the sixth year 
of the interdict^ 

As this interdict b^an 23 March, 1208, part of the year 
12 13 would fall within the sixth year of its duration, as 
stated above. William of Devon was elected in the first 
year of the interdict, 1208, if I am right in taking " tempore 
ejus " to mean his tenure of ofiice, and the whole sentence 
to signify that the said tenure and the interdict began 
together; and he died 25 May, 1213*.

His predecessor Robert, fifth Prior, hcld office for 
thirty-three years. He was therefore elected in 1 175 ^ 

Hugh Domesman, fourth Prior, died " in the twentieth 
year after he had taken officel" He was therefore elected 
in 1155. 

Richard Norel, third Prior, who resigned " within two 
years'," was therefore elected in 11 53. 

Of the remaining two Priors we are told that Geoffi-ey, 
first Prior, " ruled the church for twenty years, and after 
their translation to Bamwelle died, full of years, and in 
great sanctity*." As the foundation took place in 1092 we 
are obliged to place Geoffi-ey^s death in 1 1 12, the very year 
of the removal to Barnwell. Of the length of time during 
which Gerard, second Prior, held office, no word is said ; 
and we are therefore obliged to assign to him the whoie 
interval between the death of Geoffi-ey and the election of 
Richard Norel, namely, forty-one years. But, if a longer 
time ought to be assigned to William of Devon, Prior Gerard*s 
time may be shortened. Before we can do that, however, 
we must await further information. Until then the suc- 
cession and dates of the first six Priors will be as follows : 

1. Geoffi-ey, 1092 — 11 12. 

2. Gerard, 11 12 — 1153. 

3. Richard Norel, 1153—1155. 

4. Hugh Domesman, 1155 — 1175. 

5. Robert, 1175 — 1208. 

6. William of Devon, 1208— 12 13. 

We wili next investigate the remaining six Priors. 
After the death of William of Devon (25 May, 12 13) the 
office remained vacant until 23 October, when the sacrist, 
WilHam of Bedford, was elected seventh Prior*. He died 
almost immediately afterwards, and his successor, Richard 
de Burgh, eighth Prior, had an equally short tenure of 
office*. 

The canons next elected as ninth Prior Laurence de 
Stansfield who had been chaplain to his three predecessors.

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He died, an old man, " in the thirty-eighth year of his 
officeV His death may therefore be plaped in 125 1. 

Henry of Eye, tenth Prior, " in his third year of office 
placed his resig^ation in the hands of the official of the see 
of Canterbury, during a vacancy of the see of Ely"." The 
vacancy here mentioned must be that which occurred after 
the death of Hugh Northwold, 6 August, 1254, whose 
successor, William of Kilkenny, though elected, according 
•' to Bentham, "about the middle of October, 1254»," was not 

consecrated until 15 August, 1255. The see was therefore 
without a Bishop for a full year, and the Prior^s resignation 
may have taken piace either at the end of 1254 or the 
b^inning of 1255. 

The successor to Henry of Eye, Joian of Thorley, 
eleventh Prior, " in the eleventh year of his tenure of office 
as Prior, resigned it into the hands of the Bishop of Ely*." 
Accordingly he was Prior from 1254 or 1255 to 1265 or 
1266 ; and our chronology would be perfectly simple if we 
had no other evidence than this to deal with. But, among 
the vexations which ruined his health was the outrage at 
Wig^enhall ; and the rubric of the chapter in which that 
event is recorded (p. 1 19) runs as follows : De predacione 
cU Wygenhale anno regni regis H. Jij^. ; that is to say it 
is placed between 28 October, 1267, and 27 October, 1268, 
or a year too late. 

Further, his successor Simon de Ascellis, who ought 
perhaps to be called Simon of Ashley, twelfth Prior, 
resigned 24 June, 1297*, having been Prior "for thirty years 
and more {per triginta annos et amplius)l' a length of office 
which places his accession in 1267, or in 1266, according to 
the sense we assign to the words et amplius. I am inclined 
to think that the simplest way out of the difficulty is to 
suppose that a wrong date has been inserted into the rubric 
quoted above; and that for Mj^ we should read dj^. — an

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altcration which would place the outrage at Wiggenhall 
between October, 1266, and October, 1267, and make the 
election of Prior Simon take place in 1266, from which 
date " thirty years and more " bring us without diflSculty 
to 1297. 

The correctness of this view is confirmed by what is 
said about the circumstances of his election. We are told 
(P- 73) that " the aforesaid Symon assumed the habit of 
a canon on the day of the Translation of S. Augustine 
(6 September), and on the same day, after ten years had 
elapsed, was elected Prior {Pastory* As he resigned at 
Midsummer, 1297, thirty years from that date would bring 
us to Midsummer, 1267; but, as he was elected in 
September, we may allow him a further tenure of nine 
months, which is justified by the words et ampliuSy and 
consider him to have been elected Prior 6 September, 1266. 

There is, however, another difficulty, namely, that the 
list of tenants in Book vil. was drawn up "in 1295, and in 
the year since Symon de Ascellis became Prior the 3ist" 
(p. 282). May we decide that this statement was made 
from memory, and is therefore inaccurate.^ 

The following dates may be assigned to the last six 
Priors who enter into our narrative : 

7. William of Bedford, 12 13. 

8. Richard de Burgh, 12 13. 

9. Laurence de Stanesfeld, 1213 — 1251. 

10. Henry of Eye, 1251 — 1254. 

11. Jolan de Thorley, 1255 — 1266. 

12. Symon de Ascellis, 1266 — 1297. 

IV. The Town of Cambridge, 

The town of Cambridge at the end of the thirteenth 
century was so very different from the same place at the 
present day, that I have decided to attempt a brief 
description of it as it then appeared, illustrated by a plan 
slightly altered from that which was prepared for the 
Architectural History. 
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I will suppose a stranger to approach Cambridge from 
the north-west, along the Huntingdon Road. After passing 
the village of Girton, then called Gretton, he would soon 
reach the hamlet of Howes or le Howes (pp. 282, 283), the 
name of which still survives in Howe House. On getting 
close to Cambridge the first object he would see would be 
the stone cross at Castle End, and near it, on his right, the 
parish church of All Saints, called All Saints by the 
Castle, to distinguish it from All Saints in the Jewry. It 
stood in an extensive churchyard, and must have been 
almost, if not quite, within the precincts of the castle 
as first laid out ; but it is evident that subsequently the 
castle was restricted to narrower limits; for in the first 
place the high road passes right through the centre of the 
site; and, secondly, in the list of tenements belonging to 
the convent we find "a messuage with a grange next to 
it " (p. 283), and a little further on two granges (p. 284), all 
** opposite the church of AU Saints," and therefore close to 
the castle as it stood in 1207. At no great distance from 
the church, on the opposite side of the road, our visitor 
would see the castle itself. 

This fortress^ begun, as it is said, by William the 
Conqueror in 1068, had recently been repaired by Edward 
the First (p. 167). His work, the extent of which it is 
impossible now to estimate, had been b^un in 1283, and 
was still proceeding in 1285 (ib. note\ In connexion with 
these works a very important passage occurs in the 
Memoranda (pp. 167, 168) describing the extent of the 
castle precincts, which Mr Gray (in the paper referred to in 
the last note) was the first to translate and explain. I shall 
therefore give his version of the passage, with so much 
of his commentary as is necessary for the right under-

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standing of it, referring my readers for the rest to his paper, 
which well deserves careful study. 

At the close of the itineration of the Justices there came many 
king^s briefs of Q^o waranto, For, two years previously, the king, by 
advice of John de Kirkeby, had begun Cambridge Castle. Whereof, by 
the king^s precept inquisition was made by free lieges of the county 
concerning the Castle bounds, who, having been swom, made a peram- 
bulation of it. Beginning at the place called Armeswerk they went 
round the fossatum of the Castle, ascending as far as the place called 
Aswykston^ and then descending they passed through the middle of 
the curia of the scholars of Merton through the old /ossatum as far 
as the river. And at last returning they gave answer on their oath that 
all this circuit belonged to the Castle bounds. On this occasion came 
king^s briefs of Q^o waranto addressed severally to all who dwelt 
beyond the bridge in the Castle quarter. This caused universal alarm. 

Mr Gray suggests that Armeswerk was probably "a 
barbican on the river bank, protecting the river front of the 
castle and the bridge from assault of an enemy proceeding 
up stream " ; and he has pointed out to me that the same 
word is used in the Chronicle of the monastery at Ely called 
Liber Eliensis to designate the spot at which the messengers 
sent by Sexburga found a marble sarcophagus fit to contain 
the body of her sister Etheldreda : 

They came to a small town, then in ruins, at no great distance 
[from Ely], called in English Grantecester. And while they were 
walking to and fro in much tribulation, they found, at a place which 
even to the present day is called Armeswerch, a sarcophagus of white 
marble, etc* 

Mr Gray further shews, on the evidence of a terrier 
among the muniments of Jesus College which was originally 
drawn up in the reign of Edward the Third, the position of 
Aswykston : 

Ashwyke stone ys by y« hie crosse at y« Castle end, south weste of 
y« stone crosse, as it were a quayste cast of, hentingedon waye 
betwixt, and is nowe a hill, and once stood y^ on a lyttle stomped 
crosse. 

" A quoit throw," adds Mr Gray, " is usually considered 
to be 19 yards. Aswykston stood at this distance S.W. of

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the stone cross which was on the eastem side of the 
Huntingdon Road opposite the point where it is joined by 
the road now known as Pleasant Row, anciently Hare 
HilL" 

Mr Gray then discusses the position of the other points 
mentioned in the above passage, but, as I have determined 
to avoid details as far as possibie in this Introduction, 
I wili merely say that, after pointing out that the jurors, 
being local men, could not have made a mistake in pure 
ignorance, he argues that the vetus fossatum which crossed 
Bridge Street opposite to the site now occupied by 
Magdalene College, was once a navigable stream; and 
in support of this view he cites a further passage from the 
Menwranda (p. 99) giving the evidence of a very aged 
palmer-pilgrim "who said that he had seen ships {naves) 
come almost up to the door of S. Giles' church." 

On leaving the castle and descending the hiil our visitor 
would see on his right the little church of S. Peter, and on 
his left, in the angle between the road along which he was 
walking, and a track which led eastwards to Chesterton, 
the somewhat larger church of S. Giles. This is the 
church built by Pycot and his wife in 1092, adjoining which 
was the first house for their Canons (pp. 39, 46) in which 
they resided until Pain Peverel gave them " thirteen acres 
in the fields of Cambridge round the springs of Bamwell " 
(p. 43). The ground between this church and the river 
was claimed by the Prior in 1286 as the gift of Countess 
Matilda to his convent (p. 168). 

From this point where four ways meet — the Carfax 
of Cambridge — a very short space of street leads down to 
the river at the point where the Great Bridge now stands. 
In the thirteenth century the ancient ford had been 
replaced by a bridge, of course of wood ; and in 1279 the 
commissioners of Edward I found that it was " so broken 
and dislocated that the carriages of noble persons and 
others fall into the water in such a way that both men and 
horses come to the surface with difficulty^"

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If our stranger looked down stream he would catch 
a distant glimpse of one of the most important of the 
Commons, Greencroft, of which more below; and about 150 
yards below the Bridge he would see the King's Ditch 
opening into the river. This ditch, a very important 
boundary in the Middle Ages, as it marked the limit 
of what Professor Maitland calls " the urban nucleus," wili 
be fully described below, as well as the Fields which lay 
beyond it. 

The view up stream would be more interesting, and 
even from that point would give some idea of the im- 
portance of the River Cam in those days as a highway, 
along which fuel and provender of all sorts were brought to 
Cambridge. Close to the Bridge, on the left bank, was 
probably the wharf which still exists under the name 
of Fisher Lane, and beyond, if I am right in supposing 
that the houses near the river were of insignificant size, 
he might catch a glimpse of Comhythe, otherwise Dame 
NichoFs Hythe (p. 289). This must have been a specially 
important wharf, for it had a lane all to itself opening out 
of High Street, called afterwards King's Hall Lane, but in 
earlier days the road to Dame NichoFs Hythe. The plan 
shews other hythes — as for instance Flaxhythe and 
Salthythe — names which indicate that each commodity had 
its own wharf 

From the Bridge a visitor who looked up stream would 
also get a view across part of the arable ground, the 
Western Fields of Cambridge. It is possible that in the 
thirteenth century some portion of these Fields, that 
for instance nearest to the River, had been turned into 
pasture ; but, before hedgerows had come into being, and 
the cornfields basked in sunshine unbroken by rows of 
trees, it would be possible to see from the Great Bridge 
a long stretch of open land with its strips belonging 
to different owners, and therefore cultivated with a 
considerable variety both of produce and of method. 

From the Bridge would also be visible the fish-ponds 
which in those days belonged to S. John's Hospital, and

afterwards passed to S. John's College with its other 
possessions; and the fine Norman dwelHng-house which 
bears the absurd name of School of Pythagoras — part 
of the property of the Scholars of Merton, which their 
founder took the precaution of buying in case they should 
prefer Cambridge to Oxford as a permanent place for 
study^ 

Before we leave the Great Bridge let us consider for 
a moment the very interesting question of the number 
of houses which the town contained in the thirteenth 
century ; and especially the number to be assigpied to the 
district which we have just left, and which in the 
Memoranda (p. 282) is styled "Beyond Bridge {Ultra 
pontemY 

Domesday Book tells us that Grentebrige contained 
400 houses divided into ten wards ; that of those 400 houses 
27 had been destroyed to make room for the castle ; and 
that two of the ten wards had been thrown tc^ether. It 
has usually been the custom to assume that all these 
houses and wards were transponttne ; but this view has 
been contested by Professor Maitland", who has made 
a careful analysis of the Cambridge of the Hundred RoIIs, 
and shews that in 1279 the whole town had only about 550 
houses, of which not more than 72 were allotted to the three 
transpontine parishes of S. Giies, S. Peter, and AII Saints. 
He states his view in the following brilliant passage : 

I sec the Grentebrige of the Confessor's day as a very sparse 
group of houses. I should not be surprised if it already reached as 
far south as the King^s Ditch of later days, and if only two or three of 
its ten wards were transpontine. At this time a vill of 40 houses was 
rather large than small. Cambridge had 400. Take the house- 
bedecked nucleus of an ordinary village and magnify it ten-fold ; it 
will cover a good space of ground. I would not suggest that the 
nucleus of a borough was as loosely compacted as was the nucleus of 
a common vill ; but we must leave much room for what we should call 
farm buiidings, for orchards and little crofts \

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Orchards and little crofts. Professor Maitland might 
have added gardens to this enumeration ; for a glance at 
the plans of college sites given in The Architectural 
History will shew how many gardens there were in what we 
should now call the centre of the town ; and a similar 
result will be attained by a study of the large bird's-eye 
view of Cambridge made by John Hamond, and dated 
1592. If there were still large tracts of garden-ground at 
that date, nearly 300 years after the period we are now 
considering, afortiori there were such in 1279. 

We will now suppose our visitor to leave the Great 
Bridge, and to walk down Bridge Street. This street 
was probably as crowded in the Middle Ages as at present, 
perhaps more so. The town of that day drawing its 
supplies from the river, as I have already pointed out, and 
also from the neighbouring country, would be full of carts 
and pack horses. When Loggan's views were drawn this 
was still the case ; but in the thirteenth century, when the 
townspeople were confined within the oval space between 
the river and the King's Ditch, the unpaved streets (p. 227) 
must have been filled to overflowing with carriages, carts, 
horses, wayfarers, struggling as best they could through the 
mud and dirt, for scavengers did not exist in those days. 
Our stranger would presently pass, on his left, the Church 
of S. Clement, with, probably, not many houses on each side 
of it On his right the houses would be more numerous, 
because more convenient. Behind them was the river — 
the highway — to which each could have private access. 
When he reached the Norman Church of S. Sepulchre, 
or Round Church, where two streets meet, he would 
naturally turn down High Street, for if he selected the 
other, he would soon reach the outskirts of the town, close 
to the present Post Office. 

On his left, as he turned into High Street, was the 
Jewry, often alluded to in the Memoranda, I do not know 
how far it extended, but the church of All Saints there 
situated, is always called Ecclesia Otnnium Sanctorum in 
Judaismo, or, All Halowes in thejewry, to distinguish it from 
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its feHow near the castle. The quarter of which the Jewry 
formed a part was of considerable extent, and in form 
roughly triangular. The two sides were formed by Bridge 
Street and High Street respectively, and the base by 
Shoemaker Row — now Market Street. Another church, 
that of S. Michael, stood near its southwest corner ; but, 
with the exception of this church and that of All Saints 
previously recorded, it was made up of dwelling-houses and 
their gardens. Many centuries were to elapse before it was 
crossed by any thoroughfare. When Hamond's plan was 
drawn (1592) there was a passage leading into the church- 
yard of All Saints from the east, but that was all. 

On the opposite or west side of High Street were 
a number of side-streets, all leading down to the river, and 
shewing, by their frequency, how important it was to obtain 
access to it at various points. These lanes, for they hardly 
deserve a better name, succeeded each other from north to 
south in the following order : S. John's Lane, on the north 
border of the Hospital of S. John, founded in or about 1135 
for Augustinian Canons, who devoted themselves to tending 
the sick ; the road to Dame NichoKs Hythe, already 
mentioned ; S. Michaers Lane ; Henny Lane ; Glomery 
Lane; Piron Lane; S. Austin's Lane; and Plutes Lane 
(p. 289) or Nuts Lane. 

Our stranger shall go down S. MichaeFs Lane, which 
still exists, and is probably as narrow now as it was in the 
thirteenth century. He would presently see, on his right, 
a muddy lane graphically called Le Foule Lane, which at 
that period was unimportant, but a quarter of a century 
later was to contain Michael House, and soon afterwards to 
give access to King's Hall. This Lane would offer no 
attractions; and he would either pass on to Flaxhythe, 
situated, not on the river, but on a branch of it which 
bounded the island called Garret Hostel Green on the 
east — or follow S. MichaeFs Lane, which soon turned at 
right angles to its former course, and became Milne Street 
On his right was Garret Hostel Lane, by pursuing which 
he could pass first on to the Green of the same name by a 
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small bridge, and thence by a larger bridge into the fields 
beyond. Here was Henny or Heneye (p. 289) a mysterious 
name which I cannot explain ; but the locality was thought 
important enough to have a lane all to itself. Milne Street, 
which we will suppose our stranger to follow, led, as its 
name imports, to the Mills, namely the Kings' Mill and the 
Bishop's Mill on Coe Fen. It must therefore have been 
a busy, and at times a crowded, thoroughfare. It contained 
the church of S. John Baptist, often mentioned in the 
Memoranda^ and the House of the Carmelites (p. 211). 
Between the church and the friary were three lanes, Water 
Lane, Salthithe Lane or Strawey Lane (pp. 284, 289), and 
lastly Cholles Lane (p. 289), which, by the help of S. Austin's 
Lane and Bene't Street, furnished direct access from the 
water's edge to Peas Hill and the Market Place. The south 
end of Milne Street opened into Small Bridges Street, so 
called from the two wooden bridges over which from very 
early days the road to Newnham and Barton was carried. 

We will suppose our visitor anxious to explore the 
Town, as distinct from its outskirts. He would therefore 
turn eastward along the above street, to S. Botolphs 
Church in High Street, which he would follow as far as 
S. Bene*t*s Street Walking along this past S. Bene't's 
Church at the corner of Lurteburne Lane (p. 286), he 
would soon reach the part of the Market Place now called 
Peas Hill ; but anciently the diflferent parts of this open 
space were named after the wares sold in them, as oat- 
market, fish-market, milk-market, or the butchery, close to 
S. Edward's church, which is described in the Metnoranda 
(p. 287) as situated in it. In those days Peas Hill 
was connected with the Market Place proper by a shoft 
street, the west side of which consisted of houses abutting 
against the east end of S. Edward's Church. The Market 
Place proper, an L-shaped area, " contained all the principal 
buildings, the Cross, the Tolbooth or Guildhall, the prison, 
the fountain, and also the stocks and the pillory. The 
principal inns looked on to it, or were close to it, and the 
old names of the streets shew that the principal trades 
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clustered round it'." Adjoining the Market Place our visitor 
would see the church of S. Mary the Great, with houses 
built up against it, and no open space in front of it ; but it 
must be remembered that that church was very different in 
the thirteenth century from the stately building of the 
jpresent day, which was not begun till near the end of the 
fifteenth century. 

To leave the Market Place our visitor could choose 
between Shoemaker Row, now Market Street, and Petty 
Cury, which keeps its curious old name, over the meaning 
of which so much discussion has arisen. In the peripd 
which I am trying to dcscribe it must have beeii a singularly 
picturesque street, fuU of movement, for on the south side of 
it there were at least three well-known inns, the Lion, the 
Falcon. and the Wrestlers; to take the order in which they 
would be approached from the Market Place. At the end 
of Petty Cury our visitor would find himself at the south- 
east comer of the town ; and, if he turned slightly to the 
right, as far as Barnwell Gate, then probably a real gate, he 
would catch a glimpse of the cultivated fields stretching 
away as far as the eye could see ; and in the foreground the 
parish church of S. Andrew, with the Dominican Friary 
beyond. From this point he would turn to the left, and 
walk up Bridge Street. Passing on the left Trinity Church, 
then a very small building, he would soon reach the 
Franciscan House at the corner of S. Rhadegund's Lane. 
Turning into this lane, and crossing the bridge over the 
King^s Ditch, he would see on his left the boundary walls 
of the nunnery of S. Rhadegund founded 1133. After 
passing this, as he pursued his way to Barnwell Priory, he 
would have on his left the Green Croft, an open space 
of pasture, on part of which, nearest to the Causeway, the 
Fair called Midsummer Fair was held (p. 87 fiote)y and on 
his right Bradmoor Field, part of the arable field. At the 
Priory, round which there was a small suburb, he would 
find that the Canons did not forget to entertain strangers*.

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V. The King's Ditch. 

The plan of Cambridge shews the course of the ditch 
called the King's Ditch^ which marks the limit of "the 
urban nucleus '' on the south-east, east, and north-east sides. 
This ditch was begun by King John in 121 5*; and 
continued and developed, with the addition of two gates, 
called respectively Trumpington Gate and Barnwell Gate 
(see plan), by King Henry the Third in 1267, when the 
men of the Isle of Ely were making themselves specially 
disagreeable. The author of the Memoranda dwells upon 
the King's eagerness to get the work done, and tells us that 
" He had gates made, and ditches dug round the town with 
much diligence, nor would he allow the labourers to rest 
from their work on holydays" (p. 122). The use of the 
plural "ditches" is worth noting, with regard to the 
evidence for more ditches than one which Professor Hughes 
obtained near Trumpington Gate in 1893. Whatever may 
be the correct view on this difficult question, it is clear that 
in 1279, when the Hundred RoUs were written, the ditches, 
for official purposes, were regarded as one, and further, that 
there was an open space, a sort of boulevard, beside the 
ditch, and evidently within it, as otherwise the houses 
of the burghers could not have opened upon it, as the 
foUowing extract shows that they did. 

They [the jury] say that our lord the King— that is to say lord 
Henry, father of Edward now king, during the time of disturbance in 
England, caused a certain ditch to be made which goes round the 
town of Cambridge on one side, together with a certain circuit 
belonging to the said ditch, which ditch and circuit remain waste, 
and bring profit to nobody, to the great danger and loss of all persons 
who have their dwellings {curias) abutting on the aforesaid circuit. 
They say, however, that Richard Laurence has planted opposite to his 
house certain trees close to {subtus) the ditch of our lord the King, 
for the keeping up and improvenient of the aforesaid ditch ; but that

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neither in the soil nor in the aforesaid trees does he claim any right 
or property. 

And the aforesaid Richard has made a certain drawbridge over the 
aforesaid ditch that he may have exit and entrance with his flocks and 
cattle into the common pasture of Grenecroft such as the aforesaid 
Richard and his forefathers were accustomed to have in time of peace 
from a time that none can remember. 

Moreover they say that Thomas de Clopton has appropriated to 
himself out of the circuit belonging to the ditch of our lord the King a 
certain parcel of ground adjoining the ditch at the end of his dwelling, 
50 feet in length, and in breadth 8 feet between the crcst {crestam) of 
the ditch and his dwdling. 

Moreover Stephen the Chaplain has appropriated to himself a 
parcel of ground lying near the ditch at the end of his dwelHng 36 
feet long, and 8 feet broad between the crest of the ditch and his 
dwelling*. 

The direction of the ditch is indicated on the plan with 
sufficient clearness to render any description of its course 
needless. It is evident, from the language used by our 
author, that it was intended by its means to provide 
an efficient protection for the town against the freebooters 
of the Isle of Ely (insulares). It was therefore conducted 
along such a course that all the more important buildings 
were within its circuit. It must not, however, be assumed 
that there were nothing left outside it. The roads which 
lead out of walled towns are nearly always bordered with 
houses, and Cambridge offered no exception to this rule. 
Beyond Trumpington Gate we find the parish church of 
S. Peter (now S. Mary the Less), which was obviously left 
beyond the circuit, because it was so much easier to make 
the ditch start below the mills than above them. On the 
site of Peterhouse there were several messuages, and the 
House of the Brethren of the Sack (p. 218); and the site 
of Pembroke Hall opposite was also occupied by a row of 
dwelling houses next the street, with gardens behind them. 
The parish church of S. Andrew, next Barnwell Gate, was 
also left outside the circuit, probably for some practical 
reason ; and the Dominicans deliberately chose for them- 
selves a site beyond it The Franciscans had selected their

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site more than forty years before the ditch was thought of ; 
but no account was taken of their wishes, and their site 
was cut into two^ 



VI. The Fields. 

No description of Cambridge in the thirteenth century 
would be complete without some account of the Fields 
{cantpi). Besides, they are frequently mentioned in the 
Memoranda. 

Professor Maitland has made this subject so completely 
his own in Township and Borough, that, by way of intro- 
duction to the very little which I can venture to say about 
it, I will quote a few passages from the iirst lecture which 
he gave at Oxford in 1897. 

"Cambridge had fields. I am not teUing you that 
outside what we should call the Town of Cambridge, that 
is, the house-covered space, there were pieces of land which 
we should call fields, and that some of these lay within the 
boundary of the municipal and parliamentary borough of 
Cambridge. I am using the words in their medieval sense. 
Cambridge had fields (campos) as the neighbouring villages 
had fields : vast, hedgeless, fenceless tracts of arable land, 
in which the strips of divers owners lay interspersed ' hide- 
meal and acre-meal.' Cambridge had fields which were 
open and commonable.... 

" David Loggan the engraver drew pictures of Oxford, 
and of Cambridge also. In his general views of Cambridge 
we see in the background the houses, the colleges and 
churches, the castle-mound and the remains of the dis^ 
mantled castle : in the foreground h*es the open field, and 
I do not know that better pictures of an open field were 
ever drawri.... 

" Besides fields, Cambridge had meadows or leys which

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during a part of every year were commonable. Also it had 
pasture land which was never inclosed or enjoyed in 
severalty, * the green commons of the town* ; for the more 
part they are green and open still. But further, so late as 
the reign of James I, Cambridge, its fields and its green 
commons can upon occasion be treated as an agrarian 
whole. In 1624 the Vice-Chancellor of the University and 
the Mayor of the Borough issued an ordinance touching 
the commons of the town. Every occupier of an ancient 
tenement having of old time broad gates may turn out two 
head of cattle. Every occupier of other tenements and 
cottages may turn out one. Every person having six 
score acres of land in Cambridge field may tum out six, 
and so in proportion for any greater or less quantity of 
land^ 

•* Observe what this reverend Vice-Chancellor and this 
worshipful Mayor are doing. They seem to be legislating 
for an agrarian commonwealth. They are decreeing that 
the pasture of the town must still subserve the arable of 
the town. And what is the unit of arable that gives the 
normal share of pasture-right .^ It is six score acres, a 
long hundred of acres, a hide'." 

The peculiar configuration of the town of Cambridge — 
an ellipse with its major diameter north and south, and 
the river Cam flowing along its western side— divides the 
adjacent fields into two groups, eastern and western. I 
shall take the former group first, but, before the relations 
of these fields to one another are discussed, I must ask my 
readers to dismiss all ideas derived from the Cambridge of 
to-day. My object is to reproduce the fields as they were 
when the town was in the condition I have been trying to 
describe, and when, as Professor Maitland has said, " if a 
burgess of Cambridge crossed the ditch, he came out at 
once, or almost at once, upon the great sheet of ploughed 
landV

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The eastern fields, commonly known as the Barnwell 
Fields, were four in number, and, counting from the south 
west, appear in the following order (see plan)^ : 

1. Ford Field, so called from the ford by which the 
London Road entered the territory of Cambridge, lay 
between the Trumpington Road and the Hills Road, but 
was bounded on the townward side by what is now 
Lensfield Road. 

2. Middle Field lay between the Hills Road and the 
line of the Mill Road, but was bounded on the townward 
side by what is now Parker's Piece. 

3. Bradmore or Bradmoor Field, called also Meledich, 
lay between the Mill Road and the Newmarket Road; but 
the townward part of it was known as the Clayangles 
or Clayhanger. 

4. Sturbridge Field, anciently called Estenhale, lay on 
both sides of the Newmarket Road just beyond &arnwell 
Priory. 

Professor Maitland has obtained evidence which makes 
it clear that in Ford Field the site of Peterhouse and the 
tract subsequently called Swine Croft or St Thomas' leys 
were once arable ; that in Middle Field, Parker's Piece was 
arable ; and that in Bradmoor Field, Christ's Piece also 
was arable. The tract therefore which extended from Coe 
Fen to the Newmarket Road was in very ancient times one 
large cornfield. Subsequently part of these fields was 
laid down as grass, and then the word ' ley * instead of the 
word ' selion ' was used with reference to them. Some of 
the ol,d selions may be detected to this day in the grounds 
of Downing Collegel 

On the west side of Cambridge there were also four 
fields, but, as our Memoranda do not busy themselves with 
them, I need not do more than mention them in a summary 
fashion.

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1. Grithow (Gravel Hill) Field, lay between the roads 
to Huntingdon and St Neots. 

2. Middle Field lay next to this, on the south side of 
the road to St Neots» extending as far as Bin Brook. 

3. Little Fieid lay next to this, extending as far as 
the road to St Neots, but separated from Middle Field by 
a footpath known as the Barton way» which led across the 
fields to the village of Barton. Portfield seems to have 
been part of Little Field*. 

4. Carme Field, the most southern of the four, took its 
name from a block of twenty selions in Newnham, known 
in the fourteenth century as the Carmedole*. 

Professor Maitland points out that "there was little 
meadow in medieval Cambridge," and quotes William 
Harrison, writing in 1577, who says : 

It hath no such store of medowe grounde as may suffice for the 
ordinarie expences of the towne and Vniuersitie, wherefore they are 
inforced...to provide their haye from other villages about, which 
mintster the same unto them in verye great abundance^ 

There was Long Green, which lay along the left bank 
of the Cam, from the Mill Pool to the Great Bridge; 
Sheeps Green ; Coe Fen, or part of it ; and Green Croft. 
Between these two latter were Swine Croft, Parkers Piece, 
and Chrisfs Piece, but these were late additions. Parker's 
Piece, for instance, was not turned *from tillage into sward' 
until after it was acquired by the town from Trinity CoUege 
in 1613.

INTRODUCTION. 

BY F. W. MAITLAND, LL.D. 

Among the historical materials which have descended 
to us from the English monasteries this Liber Memoran-' 
dorum seems to bear an almost unique character, and to 
this we may, at ieast in part, ascribe the fact that it remained 
unprinted until the present year. Clearly it is no Chronicle. 
Nor again can we include it in the ciass of Annals. We 
shouid have felt that it was not quite in its right place had 
Dr Luard comprised it in his admirable edition along with 
the books that come to us from Dunstable, Tewkesbury, 
Waverley and elsewhere. Nor again can we describe it as 
a Cartulary. On the one hand we have not here the work 
of a man who year by year sets down those events, those 
donations, those oppressions, those law-suits, which affected 
the fortunes of the house ; and on the other hand we have 
not a systematic coilection of documents of title, of feoff- 
ments, releases and bonds, arranged according to a chrono- 
logical or geographical scheme. The title Liber Menuh 
randorum, whenever it may have been bestowed, seems aptly 
to describe the book that is now in our hands. Towards 
the end of Edward Ts reign some canon of the house, with 
a good many documents before him, sat himself down to put 
in writing what he thoug^t to be things worthy of remem- 
brance. His selection is govemed by thoughts of the 
future. These acts and deeds are memorable because they 
may enable the priory to enforce its claims and to resist 
any unjust pretensions of its neighbours, its lords and its 
tenants. Primarily it is an armoury of offensive and 
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defensive weapons. It is characterized by the unusually 
large number of * records ' (that word being used in a specific 
sense) which it contains. But still our scribe is not com- 
posing a cartulary, or a mere coUection of those entries upon 
judicial rolls which relate the law-suits of his house. He 
adopts a narrative form. He will tell us briefly the story 
of the priory, laying stress on litigation and introducing the 
very words of those formal enrolments to which reference 
should be made hereafter if anyone is rash enough to call 
in question the rights of St Giles of BarnwelL We must 
add, however, that when he comes down to his own time he 
begins to sprinkle his story with anecdotes which he tells in 
a spirited and humorous way. These will to modern eyes 
be the most attractive portion of his work. Nevertheless, 
if we look at them closely we shall see that as a general 
rule these little tales are put in writing for the same reason 
that has dictated the transcription of the legal 'records.' 
They are meant to be instructive. They are meant to 
suggest what should be done hereafter if litigation is 
imminent ; but happily the writer sometimes, if I may so 
say, * sees the fun of the thing * and gives us in miniature 
some pictures of men and manners for which we ought 
to be grateful. 

We have thus a very curious mixture. We have 
'records' that are set forth in the highly formal and 
technical language of the lawyers of the thirteenth century, 
and then we have anecdotes which are told in an unusually 
coUoquial kind of Latin. The second of these two elements 
in the compound will be easily understood by all who have 
paid any attention to English medieval history. Of the 
first I have been asked by my friend Mr Clark to say a few 
words. 

The * records ' of which I speak are transcripts of entries 
made upon judicial roUs: upon the rolls of the central 
courts at Westminster ; upon roUs of the justices who are 
commissioned to hear those actions that are known as 
* assizes ' ; and upon the rolls of the justices in eyre. Such 
transcripts from judicial rolls are occasionally to be found 
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in monastic annals*and monastic cartularies ; but the Canons 
of Bamwell seem to have been more than ordinarily careful 
in obtaining and preserving them. A large part of this bckok 
consists of such transcripts. 

Let us iook at one of them. We will choose rather 
a long instance (p. loo). The maker of this book first tells 
us how a certain Geoffrey of Howes held land at Madingley 
of the Priory for the term of his life. He then sets out a 
deed by which Geoffrey confessed that he held oniy for life. 
Then we are told that on Geoffrey*s death the Prior seized 
the land ; but that Geoffrey's widow brought a writ demand- 
ing dower. There follows a * record ' of this action which 
fills the gfreater part of three pages. We see the writ 
Then we see the demandant*s *count.' Then we see the 
Prior^s ' plea.' It is a special plea to the effect that under 
the deed already mentioned Geoffrey was only a tenant for 
life. Then we see the widow's replication. She says that 
her husband held in fee, having inherited the land from his 
mother. Issue is joined.' The sheriff is to take the verdict 
of a jury on the question of fact. The sheriff takes the 
verdict of a jury, and it is wholly favourable to the Prior. 
The sheriff sends this verdict to the court, and then we see 
the judgment *Therefore it is awarded that the said 
Prior go thence without day and that the said Mabel be in 
mercy.* 

As these last words will sufiiciently show, the meaning 
of the ^records' that are here collected will hardly be 
intelligible to those who know nothing of English legal 
history. All that I can here do is to write some brief notes 
about the various actions in which the Priory was concemed. 
Thereby I may perhaps enable some readers of this book 
to take hold by the right end of some of the stories that 
are here recounted. More than this could not be done 
without lengthy disquisition. 

In his First Book the writer tells of the foundation of 
the Priory and the subsequent fortunes of what we might 
call * the domus ' in Barnwell. He traces the history of the 
immediate lordship over the Priory. It passed from the

Peverels to the Pecch6s. Then we read how Gilbert 
Pecch6 conveyed It to Edward I and his wife Eleanor (p. 5 1). 
The conveyance was made by a *fine* — that is, a *final 
concord' — levied in the Court of Common Pleas {coram 
iusticiariis domini Regis in banco\ Thereupon, as was 
customary when a seignory was being transferred by fine, 
the tenant of the land — in this case the Prior — was sum- 
moned by a writ, known as per quae servicia^ to say by 
what services he was holding and to attorn himself to his 
new lord. Here we have an extract from a plea roU (p. 52). 
The Prior said that his tenure was frankalmoin, and there- 
upon he attorned himself and did fealty to the King and 
Queen. Incidentally he secured an acknowledgement by 
the King that the seignorial right of patronage over the 
Priory was defined and limited by a deed executed by 
Gilbert Pecch^ in 1256 (p. 49). 

Our memorialist says that he does not know why 
Gilbert transferred the greater part of his barony to the 
King and Queen. The story, however, seems fairly plain. 
Gilbert had by his first wife two sons, to whom he greatly 
preferred the children of a second wife. He desired there- 
fore to leave but little to descend to his heir. King Edward, 
as may be seen in other cases, was interested in breaking 
up the great baronies and was willing to give money or Hfe 
estates in retum for fee simple. We shall see below (p. 86) 
how he grants to Gilbert Pecchd for his life — only for his 
life — the rent of ^^31 due from the Prior in respect of the 
manor of Chesterton. Elsewhere we may see Gilbert con- 
veying a Kentish manor to the King and Queen in con- 
sideration of a thousand marks^ If he was bent on 
'realising,' as we say, his heritable rights, Edward I had 
good cause for helping him to do so. 

I may remark, by the way, that I venture to print his 
family name as Pecchi. On the older Latin records it 
appears as Peccatum\ Perhaps the faithful canons of 
Barnwell were * prepared to deny with regard to the same

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what that name might imply/ but that it was originally a 
nick-name, well or ill deserved, we can hardly doubt 
The modem English form of the name would probably be 
Peachey. 

The next record that we meet with comes from the 
rolls of justices in eyre who visited Cambridge in 1299 
(p. 63)'. The Prior is to answer to the King quo waranto 
he claims certain * franchises ' — ^that is, royal rights — to wit, 
view of frankpledge and the amends for breaches of the 
assize of bread and beer in Chesterton and an annual fair 
in Bamweli. He escapes easily, producing royal charters. 
He is told that he may * go without day ' — that is, he need 
not come into Court again. But, as is usual in such cases, 
there is a salvo for the King^s right : in other words, the 
King will not de estopped by this record from hereafter 
urging any right that he may have to recover these 
franchises. 

When he is compiling his Second Book the writer looks 
outside the * domus/ but thinks primarily of property that 
lies close at hand. Specially he has to speak of Chesterton. 
Now Chesterton was part of the ancient demesne of the 
Crown. We begin with an extract from Domesday Book 
which describes it as daminica villa Regis (p. 75). This 
handsome manor passed into the hands of the Prior and 
Canons. King John had granted them an annuity of ten 
pounds by way of alms. Then, instead of the annuity, hc 
granted them the vill of Chesterton for ever, rescrving a 
rent of £y> of blanched money, which are equivalent to 
/"31 by tale. Confirmations were obtained from Henry HI 
and Edward I. 

The King had a right to impose upon the manors of 
his ancient demesne the kind of tax that was known as a 
tallage. If he allowed one of those manors to go out of 
his own hand by putting a mesne lord over it, normally he 
lost his right. Thenceforth it was for that lord to impose 
for his own profit a tallage on that manor when the King 
was tailaging the manors that were still in his own hand. 
^ This seems to have been inaerted by way of postscript. 
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However, it appears that King John, after his grant to the 
Priory, twice succeeded in tallaging the men of Chesterton. 
On a third occaslon they were spared, the deed of grant 
being taken as an answer to the claim. At this point we 
have extracts from the Pipe Roils which contain the accounts 
rendered by the sheriffs at the Exchequer (p. 78). Then 
in 1241 the Prior succeeds in getting from the King's 
Council an admission that, despite those two unlucky prece- 
dents, which, it is observed, occurred in the time of the 
great Interdict, it is not for the King to tallage the Prior*s 
men in Chesterton. Then we learn from a well told story 
how at a later day the King's escheator, himself a man of 
religion, repeated the old claim, but was full wiiling to take 
a bribe, which bribe, however, he did not get, since the 
Prior obtained a writ from the Exchequer commanding 
him to desist. We observe in passing that the men of 
Chesterton are not the gainers by the Prior*s victory. He 
proceeds to tallage them *for his own proper use* 
(pp. 78-82). 

We continue our study of the rent payable in respect of 
Chesterton. The King granted a part of it, namely ;f 20, 
to one William de Hastingtot, to be received by him from 
the Prior*s hand. It was a grant that was to endure only 
untii the King should give William an equivalent amount 
of land, to wit, twenty librates. William died leaving an 
infant heir, and the King proceeded to act as though he, as 
guardian in chivalry, could deal with this rent of ;f20 
during the heir's minority. He granted it to one Roger de 
Wauton. Then, however, William's widow asserted that 
she was entitled to part of it as doweress and to the residue 
as the heir's guardian in socage. Her claim was successful, 
and the Prior was ordered to pay the ;f 20 to her. Thesc 
dealings with the rent are of interest to the Priory, for it is 
of importance that payments be made only to those who 
can give a good discharge. It will be seen that at one point 
the Prior paid to Roger de Wauton £\. lOf. which should 
have been paid into the Exchequer, but succeeded in 
getting the mistake set right (pp. 84 — s). Then, the 
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rights of the Hastingtots having somehow come to an end, 
Gilbert Pecch^ obtains a grant of the whole rent of ;^3i for 
his life; but he dies in 1291. This story of the rent is 
illustrated by entries that stand on the Pipe Rolls, and by 
writs that issued from the Exchequer. 

We pass to the fair in Bamwell which had been granted 
to the Priory. It soon gave risc to disputes between the 
Canons and the Burgesses of Cambridge. For example, 
who is entitled to the catalla fehnum — the chattels of people 
who commit felony in the fair ? The Canons, in spite of 
what they regarded as a precedent in their favour — 
a case which invoived a picturesque abjuration of the 
realm (p. 89) — had to give way, fearing 'to lose their 
fair ' by reason of an ' abuse ' of the franchise. So they 
came to terms with the townsfolk. So far as we know, the 
townsfolk themselves had no chartered right to the catalla 
felonutn before the reign of Richard IP. It is to be 
remembered, however, that Bamwell and the scene of the 
fair lay within the boundaries of the town {villa) of 
Cambridge, and * the town ' had been granted as a whole — 
in some sense or another — to the burgesses. 

Cambridge, like other towns of the same class, was 
treated for one important purpose as though it were part of 
the ancient demesne of the Crown. The King could tallage 
it. Some documents are now given which set before us 
a question of ' double taxation ' (pp. 91 — 2). The assessors 
of the tallage first tax the Prior s tenants in Cambridge ac- 
cording to their wealth in movables {per merchandias suas\ 
and then proceed to tax the Prior on the rents that those 
tenants pay him. He succeeds in asserting that this is not 
equitable; but has to obtain writs to the sheriflT in 1252, 
1254 and 1269. 

The burgesses in a collective or corporate fashion owed 
a rent to the Priory ; not a large rent, only ten shillings 
(P- 93)- This was a fragment of a rent of ;g"io wherewith 
the burgesses had compounded for ' the third penny of the 
borough' due of old time to the Earl. By various gifts

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that rent had been divided between the Priories of Caldwell, 
Kenilworth and BarnwelP. 

We come to a well known dispute between the Priory 
and the University ( p. 95 ). The Chancellor brings * an action 
of annuity ' against the Prior, and the Prior has to give way. 
The question is settled by a 'fine* levied before the justices 
in eyre* at Cambridge. Fines, if they are at all long — and 
this one is somewhat long — are not very easy instruments 
to read. Therefore the hint may be permissible that the 
* Haec est finalis concordia inter A. et B.' must sooner or 
later be followed by a * sciiicet quod.' The whole instru- 
ment is a singie sentence, and we must take a long breath at 
the beginning. In the present instance the * scilicct quod,' 
which introduces the terms of the ' final concord,' does not 
meet us until we are in the twenty-third line of printed 
instrument. The intervening matter is a sort of * recital ' of 
the legal proceedings taken by the Chancellor against the 
Prior. 

The memorialist has been ied into speaking of William 
of Kilkenny's chaplains (p. 94), so he next mentions some 
other benefactions of the same class (pp. 96 — 8). In every 
case the land acquired lies Mrithin the iimits of Cambridge. 
He then tells in somewhat general terms of the land held 
by the Priory in the Eastern or Barnwell fieids of that town. 
It seems needless to repeat here what has elsewhere been 
said of this matter*. About one-third of those fields became 
demesne lands of the Priory, and were cultivated as a home 
farm. 

The story of some land at Comberton is introduced at 
this point because it explains another rent, besides that 
of Chesterton, which must be paid to the king (p. 93). 
Henry III had begun rigorously to insist that his tenants 
by serjeanty — who in the past have been, at ieast in name, 
his menial servants — were not to alienate their holdings. 
When an alienation had occurred, he held that in strictness 
a forfeiture had been committed, and, by way of grace, he

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* arrented the serjeanty/ that is, he substituted a new money 
rent for the old, and often obsolete, personal service. 
The Priory has acquired 121 acres at Comberton from a 
man who in theory ought to have been baking the king's 
bread. However, the king is merciful and content to take 
the light rent of a half-mark. 

Turning to the Third Book we find oursclves looking 
beyond Cambridge and Chesterton and the Priory's home 
farm, and we come upon a rich mixture of records and 
anecdotes. Let us briefly notice with thcir technical 
names the various lawsuits in which the Priory is con- 
cerned. 

Mabel widaw of Geoffrey de Howes v. The Priar 
(pp. 100—3). Action of dower unde nihU habet for land at 
Madingiey, before justices in eyre at Cambridge and 
thence adjourned to Lewes, and to Wilton. The Prior 
pleads that Geoifrey held for his life only. Mabel replies 
that he was seised in fee. The issue is tried before the 
sherifr by a jury which givcs a vcrdict for the Prior. This 
verdict bcing returned to the justices, they give judgmcnt 
for thc Prior. Besides extracts from the ' record ' of this 
action, the memorialist givcs us in full thc ' original ' writ, 
that is, the writ by which the action was begun (p. loi), 
and the writ of inquest directed by the justices in eyre to 
the shcriif (p. 103). These writs would not appear at full 
lcngth upon the enrollcd *record.* 

WUliam de Bloy v. The Prior. Assize of novel disseisin 
before justices in eyre at Hereford. The assize finds a 
verdict for the Prior, and the Prior has judgment (p. 104). 
In this instance the record is not set before us in extenso^ 
but apparcntly a copy of it was lying before the maker of 
this book, and from that copy he takes some phrases. 

Inqucst of office taken by the escheator as to the 
tenurc of land at Madingley (p. 105). A suggestion has 
been madc to the King that the Prior is his tenant in chief 
of half a knight's fee, also that one Robert Morel demiscd 
this land to the Prior for a term of years that has expired. 
As to both questions a verdict is found for the Prior.

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There is no law-suit here. We have an inquest taken 
ex officio for the ascertainment of royal rights. 

Tke Prior v. Richard de Capella and The Prior v. 
Humphrey de Cloptone and others (pp. io6 — 8). Two assizes 
of novel disseisin. The iirst is taken upon the default of 
the defendant; the jurors find a disseisin and the Prior 
recovers. In the second the defendants confess the dis- 
seisin and the Prior recovers. In addition to the record 
of these two assizes, we have the two original writs and 
also the 'patent of assize' appointing justices to take 
these two assizes. The record begins with the formula, 
Assysa uenit recogfiitura (p. 107). 

Ralph de Camoys and wife v, The Prior and Otho son of 
William (pp. 108 — iio). Assize of darein presentment 
conceming the church of Burton. The plaintiflT says that 
the last parson was presented by his great-great-grand- 
mother. The Prior says that a predecessor of his was 
the presentor. Otho says that his grandmother was the 
presentor. The jurors of the assize find for the Prior. He 
has judgment and a writ to the bishop. All this matter 
seems to be transcribed from the record. Then a writ is 
also transcribed ; it is the distringas iuratores (p. 1 10). 
This assize, like other assizes of darein presentment, is 
taken before the Bench at Westminster, and not before 
justices of assize. 

It next appears that, despite this victory in a purely 
possessory action, the Prior and his presentee had to make 
peace with Ralph de Camoys and his wife, promising them 
twenty marks in return for a release of any right they 
might have in the advowson. This transaction was eflfected 
before justices in eyre at Lincoln. The account of it 
(pp. iio — i) seems to come from the rolls of those 
justices. 

The Prior v. Robert de Brakenberwe (p. 1 12). Assize of 
darein presentment conceming the church of Burton. 
The impedient pleads joint tenure with Ralph de Wykham 
of a manor to which the advowson is appendant The 
writ is abated because of the non-joinder of Ralph. We 
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have in this instance the record (p. 112), the original writ 
(p. iii), and a bill, sealed by the sherifT, acknowledging 
that the original writ has been delivered to him. It will 
be noticed that our informant has leapt over some thirty 
years in order that he may pursue the history of the 
advowson of Burton. 

Tke Priar v. Robert de Brakenberwe and Ralph de 
Wykham (pp. 112 — ^4). Assize of darein presentment con- 
ceming the same church. The impedients make default. 
The jurors of the assize find for the Prior, who has 
judgment and a writ to the bishop. Also he recovers 
damages according to Stat Westm. II. c. 5. Besides the 
record (p. 1 14) we see three writs which constitute part of 
*the jury process' in this action (pp. 112 — 3). The Pribr, 
it will be seen, after the abatement of his previous writ, 
began a new action, making Ralph a party. 

Thomas Tuylet v. The Prior (pp. 1 1 5 — 8). Action of 
ael (in modern French aieul) for lands in Cambridge, 
Bamwell and Newnham. The Prior pleads that the 
demandanfs grandfather did not die seised, but by his 
charter enfeoffed the Prior and his church. The demandant 
replies that, notwithstanding the charter, his grandfather 
died seised. This issue is tried by the witness named in 
the charter and twelve jurors. As to eight acres they 
find for the demandant, and as to the residue for the Prior. 
Judgment is given accordingly. The parts of this record 
have been inverted. We ought to read §§ 27 — 8 before 
§ 26. One of the writs constituting the *jury process* is 
given in § 25. It is a venire facias sicut alias, 

Mabel widow 0/ Thomas Tuylet v. The Prior (p. 118) 
Action of dower. The Prior has vouched Robert son of 
Robert Hubert. The sheriff has been ordered to summon 
the vouchee but has not done so. The order is repeated. 
We leam no more. 

The Priar v. yohn de Burdelay (pp. 1 18 — 9). Writ for 
admeasurement of pasture in Madingley. We have the 
original writ to the sheriff, and then the 'extent* that is 
made by jurors at Madingley ; but we see no further pro- 
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ceedings. It is found that John had on the moor twenty 
beasts in excess of his proper allowance. 

At this point (p. 1 19) our good canon leaves his records 
for a while in order that he may tell a story about the 
acquisition of some land at Wiggenhall in Norfolk, and 
thence he digresses to the Barons' War, the occupation of 
of the Isle of Ely by the disinherited, King Henry's visit to 
Cambridge, and so forth. But all this national history 
seems to be parenthetic, and, so soon as the land is at peace, 
we recur to Wiggenhall and observe the ill that befell John 
the Chaplain who endeavoured to cheat the Prior. We 
read of proceedings in the ecclesiastical courts, but none of 
the documents are transcribed. Ultimately John, as a 
cohtumacious excommunicate, is arrested and imprisoned, 
having been dragged by his feet. from out the Franciscan's 
church in Cambridge. Then a little more narrative carries 
us on to the eyre held at Cambridge in 1272. This gives 
occasion for some brief notes of actions and final concords. 
These we may pass by. Also we may pass by the incipient 
dispute between the Canons and the Bui^esses about the 
right to drive cattle along the river bank from Midsummer 
Common to Stourbridge Common (p. 133). That dispute 
led to violent deeds during the Peasants* Rebeliion in 1381^ 
We look for something more deserving of technical com- 
ment. 

Master of the Temple v. The Prior. Writ of right of 
advowson for the church of Waterbeach (pp. 135 — 6). The 
Master counts on the seisin of a predecessor in the time of 
Richard I. The Prior pleads that on a previous occasion 
the Master brought a writ of right, counting on a seisin in 
the time of Henry II, and that because the seisin was laid 
before the time of limitation (the coronation of Richard I), 
final judgment was given for the Prior. This plea prevails, 
and once more a final judgment is given for the Prior. 
All this matter appears to be copied from the record. 

The exact point of the next two sections (§§ 55 — 6) is 
not very plain. Apparently the Prior is charged at the

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Exchequer of the Jews with a debt due by Roger Giifard. 
The Prior seems to have acquired some lands which are 
burdened with this debt, and the debt — as often happens 
with debts originally owed to Jews — has become due to the 
King. The Prior is allowed to pay by instalments and 
finally goes quit The list of GifTard^s tenants, which is 
given in § 55, might in some way or another serve to 
identify the lands that were burdened. 

Peter de Chavent v. The Prior (pp. 138 — 9). Action of 
replevin removed by pone into the Bench. The verdict and 
judgment seem to be taken from the record ; but the plead- 
ings are not given. Apparently the Prior avowed the 
taking good and lawful on the ground that Peter's villains 
at Impington were prescriptively bound to make certain 
payments in kind to the Prior in return for rights of pasture 
in the field of Chesterton. A retum of the horses that had 
been replevied is awarded to the Prior ; but he is amerced, 
as the verdict has not in all respects bome out his avowry. 
A copy of the writ for the retum of the horses follows. 

We are next told of a writ of false judgment brought 
by the Prior against the suitors of the Count of Brittany's 
court at Babraham (p. 140). As, however, the writ had the 
eflFect of bringing the suitors to reason, there is no litigation, 
and we have no extract from a record. 

Tke Prior v. Thomas Lenebant and others (p. 141). 
Assize of novel disseisin, in which the Prior recovers a rent 
service from his tenant. The disseisin consisted in a 
resistance to distress. The exact words of the record are 
not transcribed in this instance ; we only know that the 
assize gave a surprisingly good verdict for the Prior — 'dixit 
mirabiliter bene pro Priore.' 

Isabella Chivin v. The Prior (p. 142). Writ of right for 
land in Boume. After the Prior has put himself upon a 
grand assize, the demandant makes default. The Prior 
insists upon the default {capit se precise ad predictam 
defaltam) and judgment is given in his favour. This is an 
extract from a roll. The extract begins by mentioning 
some other litigation in which Isabella is concerned. The 
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transcriber has copied this in order that we may see who is 
the ' eadem Isabella ' who brings a writ against the Prior. 

Rector of 5. Andrew^ Histon v. The Prior. Suit in the 
Court of Rome for the tithes of Histon. This is a very 
instructive tale of protracted litigation, but no documents 
are set forth. Few modern readers will leam of the rector*s 
sad end without feeling some of that pity for him which 
was far from the mind of the narrator. Indeed we are 
glad to know that the Convent never recovered one half- 
penny of the costs that it had incurred. 

Two anecdotes introduce us to the coroner*s inquest 
(pp. 144 — s). In both the Prior secured the acquittal of 
his tenants. At the Prior*s instance, the coroner uenire 
fecit bonam inquisicionem — an inquest that was ' good ' in 
the sense of being favourable. No record, however, is 
transcribed. 

Executors of WiUiam de KUkenny v. The Prior 
(pp. 146 — 8). Suit for debt in an ecclesiastical court before 
the commissary of the Pope's nuncio: The sentence, which 
takes the form of a sealed instrument, is transcribed, and 
constitutes the whole of § 67. 

Executor of Geoffrey de Bancis v. The Prior (pp. 148 — 
50). Suit in an ecclesiastical court before the commtssary 
of the Pope's nuncio for the retum of money deposited. 
The instrument of sentence is set forth at length. 

Emeric de Rochechouart v. The Prior (p. 151). Suit in 
an ecclesiastical court before judges delegate for damages 
caused to the plaintiff, an ecclesiastic, by the Prior's refusal 
to ransom him out of the hands of his enemies. The Prior 
pays /"lo, and so purchases peace. No documents are 
given us. 

We now pass to the many cases which came before the 
justices in eyre at Cambridge in 1286. 

Gonnora of Barton and another v. John of Girton 
(pp. 152 — 3). Assize of mort d'ancestor in which the 
tenant vouches the Prior to warrant. The Prior warrants, 
and the plaintiffs admit his right, and release their claim, 
also granting him the reversion of a tenement held by a 
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doweress. This doweress is summoned to court by a quid 
iuris clamat and attoms to the Prior. All this is from the 
record. Then we leam that the Prior had to pay six marks 
for the release, but obtained this sum from John of Girton. 

Maud widaw of Edward k Cartere v. Tke Prior 
(pp. 154 — S). Writ of entry for a tenement in Bamwell, 
dismissed for want of prosecution. The brief extract from 
the roll is followed by a story which tells us why Maud 
abandoned her action. For the understanding of that story 
it should be observed that a * part * of every fine which is 
levied in the King's Court is preserved by the Court ; it is 
the 'part* known as the foot of the fine. Thus, though 
the Prior has not got in his possession the ' part ' of a 
certain fine that he ought to have, he is not so defenceless 
as Maud and her counsel supposed him to be, for a friendly 
chirographer — an officer who draws up these *chirographs* of 
fines — has explored the records of the Court. Having wind 
of this move, Maud's counsel thinks it prudent to retire. 
For falsely denying the existence of a fine a litigant would 
be sent to gaol. 

The Prior v. Nigel ofHarston (p. 1 5 5 ). Wri t of customs 
and services in the debet. The Prior sees that the writ will 
be abated because there is one letter too much in it, Herle- 
stone appearing as Herdlestone. So he obtains leave from 
the court to bring another and a better writ, and im- 
mediately sends ofT to obtain one. Thereupon Nigel gives 
way. Apparently the extract from the record has not been 
very accurately copied, as the name of the vill in which the 
land lies should there be given with the d in it. 

Roger Barbedor v. The Prior (pp. 156 — 7). Assize of 
mort d'ancestor on the death of the plaintifTs father for land 
in Hinxton. The Prior pleads that the ancestor did not 
die seised in fee, being but a tenant for life by the Prior's 
demise, and also that the plaintifT has an elder brother 
living, namely, William. The plaintiff replies that William 
cannot inherit as he is professed in religion. The jurors 
tell a very curious story about William. He first became 
a Carmelite friar at Cambridge, and then became a Cister- 
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cian monk at Vaudey. Then, however, a certain woman, 
asserting that before his profession he had contracted 
marriage with her« sued him before the ordinary and de- 
raigned {disracionavit) him as her husband. So he is cap- 
able of inheriting, and the plaintifT is therefore not next 
heir. The jurors also find that the Prior is right in his 
other contention, and that the plaintifTs father held only 
for life. So the Prior has judgment. 

Tke Prior v. Henry Tuylet (pp. 150 — 8). Assize of 
novel disseisin for a house in Cambridge. The all^ed 
disseisin consists in the tenant having blocked up a door- 
way so that his landlord, the Prior, cannot enter to distrain 
for rent arrear. The jurors find a verdict for the defendant, 
and he has judgment. However the Prior threatens an 
*attaint/ and the defendant yields. The record of the 
assize is given at leng^h. An * attaint ' was a proceeding in 
which the twelve jurors might be convicted of having swom 
falsely by a verdict of twenty-four other jurors, and the 
' attainted * jurors would be severely punished. 

The Prior \,John Humfrey and Cecilia his wi/e(pp. 159 
— 160). Writ of customs and services. The extract from 
a roll (§ 84) shows that the tenants make default in appear- 
ance and that the sheriff is directed to distrain them. We 
are then told that Cecilia, who was holding the tenement in 
her own right, came with her husband into the borough 
court at Cambridge and released all her right to the Prior, 
but as no fine was levied, there may be reason to fear that 
hereafter she may renew her claim ; so caution is desirable. 

The Prior v. Hugh de Rus and another (pp. 160 — 2). 
Assize of novel disseisin for a rent issuing from a horse mill. 
A verdict favourable to the Prior is given, but the excerpt 
from the roll does not show any judgment 

Walter atte Dole v. The Prior (p. 162). An action for 
land in Barton : apparently an action of cosinage. No 
record is given. The Prior being prepared to prove that 
the demandant's father was hanged as a felon, the deman- 
dant withdraws from his writ. Descent could not be traced 
through a felon. 
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Walter son of Ralph k Lord v. The Prior (pp. 163—5). 
Writ of wardship. The demandant claims the wardship of 
a moiety of certain tenements in Barton on the ground that 
the late tenant of the tenements held of the demandant by 
military service. The Prior pleads that he is holding the 
moiety as the right of his church and therefore need not 
answer to a writ of wardship. The demandant replies 
and the Prior rejoins, and judgment is given for the Prior 
as upon a demurrer. The facts which occasioned this 
dispute are very curious; but they are clearly stated by 
the narrator and must not be sufTered to delay us. 

The Prior v. Warin de Vlsle (pp. 165—6). Writ of 
customs and services. No record is given. We are told 
however that by way of defence Warin produced a spurious 
charter. Thereupon the Prior was advised to claim the 
land in demesne, and the tenant hastened to make his 
peace. 

Some further accounts of litigation — not records — bring 
us to the end of what happened in the Cambridge eyre of 
1286 (pp. 166—71). The memorialist is not a little 
triumphant over the Prior^s many successes, but is exceed- 
ingly frank in telling us how the favour of the justices and 
of their clerks was secured by generous hospitality. 

We come next to a very interesting tale of prolonged 
litigation in the Courts Christian between the Prior and the 
Vicar of Guilden Morden (pp. 171 — 6). It shows us a 
seamy side of ecdesiastical afiairs. However, the documents 
which were indited in the course of this obstinate struggle 
are not transcribed. Probably they would have filled a 
large book. 

There foilows a suit in an ecclesiastical court, before the 
official of the Bishop of Norwich for a legacy bequeathed 
to the Priory by Eva Pecch^ (p. 176). 

The Men of Madingley v. Tke Prior (pp. 177—9). Suit 
in the Exchequer to compel the Prior as a landowner at 
Madingley to contribute to the common amercements 
imposed upon that vill. A vill is frequently amerced as a 
unit for neglect of police duties. The original writ (§ 1 10) 
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is given us, and the verdict of an inquest (§ iii), and we 
are told that judgment went against the Prior. Apparently 
the Prior based his claim to immunity on the mere fact 
that he had not contributed in the past ; but we see no 
pleadings. Less than we might wish has yet been done to 
make available for modem students the valuable materials 
that are contained on the plea rolls of the Exchequer. 
The story that lies before us is typical of a great mass of 
quarrels over the incidence of local imposts. 

The Prior v. William son of Robert and others (p. 179). 
The men of Madingley, bent on distraining the Prior for 
his contribution, made the mistake of taking his bea^ts of 
the plough. Consequently he brings against them the 
action given by the Statute de Districtione Scaccarii 
(51 Hen. III). The 'original' writ which refers to this 
Statute, is given, but no extract from any record. The 
men of Madingley made their peace with the Prior. 

The Prior v. Thomas de Belhus^ Sheriffof Cambridgeshire 
(pp. 180 — 2). Action of trespass vi et armis for releasing 
a prisoner from the Prior's custody and exacting a ransom 
from the Prior. The writ to the sherifT ordering him to 
restore the extorted money (§ 114) is preserved ; also the 
'original ' writ (§ 115) which, as the sheriflf is defendant, is 
addressed to the coroners. This is an action in the 
King's Bench, as is shown by the words 'coram nobis 
ubicunque fuerimus in Anglia,' which occur instead of 
' coram iusticiariis nostris apud Westmonasterium,' the style 
of the Common Bench. We hear of pleading, but only 
know that after 'a love-day had been taken,' peace was 
made on the mediation of one of the justices. 

Tlu Prior v. RcUph ofLeicester and the Chancellor of the 
University (pp. 182 — 4). Assize of novel disseisin. The 
parties plead to issue. An order is given that the assize be 
taken (ideo capiatur assisa), but before the recognitors come 
to give a verdict, the parties make peace. The record is 
set forth at length. The dispute arises out of the strange 
right of the University to compel the towns-folk to let 
lodgings at a taxed rate. A verdict about this matter 
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might have been veiy interesting. Seemingly the Univer- 
sity had no other base for its claim than its own * statutes 
and customs/ 

Alan de Frestone v. The Prior (pp. 185 — 7). Action in 
the Court of Common Pleas for the arrears of an annuity 
granted by deed to endure for so long as the plaintiiT 
should serve the Priory as its advocate. The Prior pleads 
that the plaintiff has refused his services and a specific 
instance of such refusal is alleged. In reply the plaintifT 
denies the refusal. The Prior joins issue {et Prior 
stmiliter) ; and a venire facias for jurors is awarded. The 
sections (§§ 121 — 2) taken from the record should be read 
before the writ (§ 120) which is the venire facias issued 
after the joinder of issue. We are then told that the Prior 
thought it well to make peace at the cost of ;fi2. A 
passa^, which may at first sight seem obscure, is to be 
explained as follows: the clerks of the court have an 
interest in the success of a plaintifT, because they are 
establishing a customary right to take a considerable share 
of any damages that are recovered. As it is, five marks 
out of the Prior's ;C^I2 go to them. 

A writ and a short extract from a roll (pp. 185 — 6) shew 
us the Prior acquitted by a jury in an action of conspiracy 
brought by one John Lewyn ; but wherein the all^ed 
conspiracy consisted we do not see. 

The Third Book ends with a writ declaring that the 
men of Chesterton, which, as already said, is part of the 
ancient demesne of the Crown, need not contribute when, 
as happens from time to time, an amercement is imposed 
upon the county of Cambridge (pp. 188 — 9). As a counter- 
poise for their liability to tallage, the men of the ancient 
demesne enjoy this immunity from 'common amercements.' 

The Fourth Book contains but little that relates to liti- 
gation in the temporal courts. It is filled chiefly with 
events that take place between the years 1290 and 1296. 
•The taxation of Pope Nicholas' in 1291 seems to have 
suggested the retrospect of earlier * taxations * with which 
the Book begins. Various letters of proxy are then inserted ; 
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probably in order that they may serve as precedents 
(pp. 205 — g). Then we read of the difficulties occasioned 
to the Priory by the settlement in Cambridge of friars of 
various orders, and we see some elaborate documents which 
record the compositions which have to be made with them. 
These documents deserve the attention of those who would 
study the style in which the acts of the ecclesiastical courts 
are committed to writing. Then also we are told a little 
about some important events in national history, the 
memoralist becoming for the time almost a chronicler. 
The only matter that it is for me to mention is almost 
sufficiently explained by the editorial note on p. 228. Two 
of the Prior's tenants having been convicted of felony, 
their land escheats to him ; but the King is entitled to the 
ancient right of * year, day and waste * : that is, he may 
hold the land for year and day and lay it waste. A writ 
(§ 38) issues directing the sheriff to hold an inquest to 
ascertain what land the felons held and to set a value upon 
it. The verdict of this inquest is transcribed (§ 37). Then 
we have a writ proceeding from the Exchequer telling the 
sherifT that the Prior has compounded for (' made iine for ') 
the King's right by a sum of ;^I2, and that the land is to be 
delivered to him. Lastly an extract from the Exchequer 
Memoranda (§ 40) witnesses this concession. 

The Fifth Book, which is not here printed, consists of 
Statutes of the Realm. The Sixth consists of a copy of a 
very interesting record. It is a list of the dues that can be 
exacted by the shcriff of Cambridge and Huntingdon, 
copied from a roll that was kept by the sheriff in the castle 
at Cambridge. These dues are of various kinds. In the 
first place the duty of attending the county court as a 
suitor has, in some manner that is still dark to us, become 
radicated in certain parcels of land, so that we can say of a 
particular holding that it ' owes a suit {elebet sectamy Then 
the sheriff 's aid had likewise become rooted in the soil, and 
so have the * ward-pennies,' and so has the pontage, the 
duty of repairing the Great Bridge. Looking at this roll, 
the sheriff could tell what he had to collect from every 
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village in the county. These dues, together with some 
profits of the courts, are the sources of revenue that he 
* farms ' from the King. A close study of this document 
side by side with the Hundred Rolls might lead to some 
important results, for of the history of the county court, the 
sherifTs aid, the ward-pennies and the like we as yet know 
all too little. 

The Seventh and last Book is in effect a rental of the 
lands belonging to the Priory. The information that it 
gives us is of a familiar kind, but owing to the preserva- 
tion of this Liber Memorandorum we have a singularly good 
opportunity of investigating the temporal and economic 
side of the history of a religious house. I do not know of 
any monastic book which displays so many and such 
various entries from judicial records. It remains to be 
seen whether my brief notes about them will in degree 
help Mr Clark to attract readers to the text on which he 
has expended his zeal and his learning.

abjurare : to take an oath to remain out of England, i.e. to renounce the realm, 

to be exiled. Abjuravit terram Anglie, 89 
acquietare: to acquit, to discharge firom an obligation. Acquuiabunt omnia 
dominia appredata per visum legalium hominum sine aliqua occasione, 74, 
" they [the tenants] shall discharge, without demur, all [the Prior^s] demesnes 
' from all dues and rates assessed on them by the verdict of a jury *' 
albi nummi, 75:=albi denarii, candide libre, album argentum, libreblance, white 
silver. For the following essay I have to thank W. J. Corbett, M.A. : '*The 
phrase *wAiie siiver* appears as early as the Laws of Alfred. The Latin 
phrase *aidi nummi* and its equivalents first appear in Domesday, in 
speaking of the rents due from certain crown manors. The phrase, however 
worded, is a technical one for denoting one of the modes of money payment 
in use in the collection of the King's rents. 
The chief modes were : 

(1) Paymeni by taU (ad numerum) : the least exacting form of payment, 
any 140 pennies being accepted as equivalent to £\ of rent due. 

(i) Payment by weigkt (ad pensum): in this case fiice value was not 
accepted, but a fiill pound's weight of coins was demanded to acquit each 
ii duc. 
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(3) Payment in oisayed mettU (ad pensum et arsuram, librae arsae et 
pensatse): the pennies being first melted down and the silver reduced to 
standard fineness and then weighed out in pounds to acquit each £\ due. 
This practice dates from before the Conquest 

These were the usual modes, but there occur as well, though only 
sporadically : 

(4) Payment by tale in pieked coins offull weigkt (de viginti in ora) : that 
is to say only pennies were accepted, every 10 of which did actoally weigh 
a fiill ounce (ora). 

(5) Payments in white or blanched money (de albo argento) : in this case 
approximately full payment was secured, without the trouble of assaying or 
weighing, by accepting payment by tale (ad numerum), but demanding, as 
a precaution against light and bad ooins above the sum due, a liirther fixed 
percentage of so many pennies for every £\ due. 

In Henry I's reign this was called payment ad ualam and the percentage 
demanded was 6d. in the £1. In later reigns the percentage was raised. 
Hence when John granted the crown manor of Chesterton to the monks of 
Bamwell at a rent of £^0 sterlingorum blaneorum (p. 76) it really meant, as 
we see from the accounts rendered to the Exchequer in 1469, 1370, 1378 
(pp. 8a, 84), a payment by tale of ;f 31 ; that is to say the monks sent 140^. 
to the Exchequer in addition to ;f 30, or 8^ extra for each £\ due to blanch 
it. — This, however, was lower than the usual rate for blanching, which came 
to be \%d. in the £\ " 

allec : salt fish, perhaps herring, 74 ; also fish preserved in brine, as contrasted 
with iish salted and dried.

These words were first 
used in the reign of Henry II, to designate the form of action appropriate 
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when a litigant daimed that he had beea wrongfuUy dispossessed of an

averare : to perform carting service, 1961 ^97 

averia : from Fr. avoir, property, things possessed by anybody. Used of 
cart-horses and plough-oxen, or, in a more general sense, of the stock of 
animals on a farm or holding.

Fines were drawn up in triplicate: one copy 
was given to either party, and one was retained by the Court as a record.

Professor Skeat has kindly sent me the following history of the word :

verb win^ to gain. It seems here to mean '*a day*s work.'* It occurs in 
glosses, e.g. "expensa, daeguuini" (early gloss): and "Diarium, daegwine." 
The usual form, not in compounds, is win or gewin, which usually means 
"labour," but also "gain." The N. E. Dict. has ** Iwin, gain, profit," 
which represents A.S. gewin 

decenna: a tithing, a group of ten persons associated together in connection with 
the institution called frank pledge, for mutual security. It will be convenient 
to sketch briefly this curious system while explaining the first word belonging 
toit. 

It was held that every male of the age of twelve years, be he free, be he 
serf, ought to be in a fnmk pledge and a tithing. It was the duty of the 
vill in which he resided to see that this formality had been complied with. 
If he is accused of a crime and is not forthcoming, and the viU has fiuled

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in this daty, it will be amerced. If on the other hand he was in a tithing, 
the amercement will falX on the tithing. The maintenance of the system was 
enforced by periodical inspections or wfaat roight be called "fieid days*' of the 
pledges. Twice a year the sheriff held in each hundred a specially full 
hundred-count, to see that all men who ought to be are in frank pledge. 
This was called view of frank pledge (visus fixmci pUgii), The strict theory 
of the law seems to have required that all the frank pledges should attend the 
view ; but, as a matter of fact, it was usual for none but the chief pledges to 
attend; often however they had to bring with them a sum of money which 
was accepted in lieu of the production of their tithings. The amount 
contributed on these occasions by the hundreds of Cambridgeshire and 
Huntingdonshire is given in the Memoranda^ pp. 373 — 179. These sums 
probably formed a fund out of which the amercements above mentioned could 
be discharged. Over a large part of England the persons subject to the law 
of frank pledge were distributed into groups, each consisting of ten persons; 
each group was known as a tithing; each was presided over by one of the 
associated persons who was known as the chief pledge, tithing-man, reeve, 
etc. Hist. E. Lanoy i. 568 — 571. I have employed the words of the 
authors so far as was possible. 

It may be added that in some of the south-westem counties the tithing 
was not a personal group of ten men, but a territorial subdivision of the vill, 
the inhabitants of each territorial tithing forming a separate frank pledge

Each village, according to its size, population and 
fertility, was reckoned to contain so many hides, and when the land tax was 
coUected at its normal rate, each hide paid u. so that £\o was coUected from 
every 100 hides, and each county was ttsually so assessed that the total for all 
the vUIs contained in it worked out to a multiple of laoo hides. The 
reckoning in hides then was essentiaUy artificial, and the hide had no fixed 
area. None the less in apportioning the hides allotted to a vUIage among the 
estates and holdings of which it was made up, the hide, as appUed to arable 
land, of normal fertUity, tended in practice to mean 110 acres. Another 
factor also largely contributed to make the hides dissimilar, namely the 
King's habit of arbitrarily lowering the original assessment of particular 
places to do a &vour to their owners, by diminishing the barden of the land 
tax. The favouritism thus shown to certain villages (usually to those 
belonging to ecclesiastics) is termed, Beneficial hidation. 

In later times, for example in the reign of Henry III, the hides were 
more frequently utilised for assessing local rates and fines, than for the King's 
taxes. Here too we meet with favouritism, for the obligation to contribute to 
these rates {e.g, for repair of highways or bridges) or to coromon fines 
was not universal. Some estates were Uable, olhers were exempt. This 
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distuiction was expressed by describtng some hides as gieldabilest others as 
noH^geldabiles'^
